In this dissertation, I use the tools of ethnography and cultural 
history in order to rethink the problem of race and the . Sldquo; color 
line” in twentieth-century America. Specifically, I examine the lives 
and histories of Japanese Americans in Chicago from 1945 to the present I 

show how the complex relations between Japanese Americans and other 
ethnic groups lead to a multifaceted picture of the construction of race 

in urban America, and make it impossible for us to think of race in 
America merely in terms of black and white. My primary ethnographic 
research is with a group of now elderly Japanese American men and women, 
who relocated to Chicago in the 1940s, and were active over the years in 
the Human Rights Committee of the Japanese American Citizens' League. My 
informants recount their experiences dealing with race and racism in 
Chicago; they also speak of their activism, which attempted to 
“ double cross the color line” by building coalitions for change 
and justice across the traditional dividing lines of race, age, and class. 
Over the course of fifty years, my informants were discriminated against as 
Asian Americans and clearly were not regarded as white; but they also found 
themselves played off against blacks. Alongside these first-person 
accounts, I look at the work of three neglected Nisei sociologists of the 
Chicago School, who trace the shifting positions of Japanese Americans 
within Chicago's racial hierarchies. I examine the ways that relations 
between Japanese Americans and blacks were reflected in media images during 
the post-War period. All this is placed against the backdrop of the ongoing 
gentrif ication of Chicago's Far North Side, and Chicago's image as a 
rigidly segregated city. Overall, my dissertation breaks through the 
misleading rhetoric that has all too often defined the issue of race in 
terms exclusively of black and white, and sheds new light on the politics 
of multiple identities, conflicting interests, and external forces that 
have defined race relations in America over the past century.

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Moi;e males than females in real-life situations were depicted in textbooks 
in each of the three subject areas, although two textbooks depicted more 
females than males. Indirect references were higher for females in biology 
and for males in chemistry and physics. Races /ethnicities shown in 
photos were 74% white, 16% African-American, 3% Asian, 1% Hispanic, 2% 
Native American and 4% unidentifiable. Percentages varied by textbook, 
ranging from 53% to 92% white among all textbooks. Of all units, 34% were 
categorized as being especially applicable to urban/suburban advantaged 
students, 31% to rural students, and 3% to the urban disadvantaged. Only 
three photographs were found of disabled individuals participating in real 
life activities. 

Trends toward avoidance and ambiguity were identified among some of 
the textbooks, presumably to avoid presentation of bias. Exclusive 
inclusivity was observed in the study and defined as combining 
gender-inclusive pronouns with otherwise exclusive photographs. 

Conclusions. Results suggest that textbooks perpetuate the message 
that science is not applicable in students 1 real lives, and that the 
science depicted by most textbooks is not shown as being for all Americans.

Each juvenile then completed a form 
rating the presented counselor's attractiveness and perceived ability. 

Results indicated that the black counselors were rated as more 
attractive and more capable of being warm, genuine, and empathic than the 
white counselors. The counselors with the black style of speech were rated 
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by t,he juveniles as being more attractive and more likely capable of being 
genuine than counselors with the white style of speech. It was also found 
that the young black delinquents rated the counselor who was most similar 
to them according to race and attire (black and casually attired) as more 
attractive than both the white/casually attired and the 
white/conservatively attired counselors. The black/casually attired 
counselor was rated more likely to be genuine and empathic than either the 
white/casually attired or the white/conservatively attired counselors and 
more capable of being warm than the white/casually attired counselor. The 
black counselor with a black or white style of speech was seen as more 
capable of being genuine than either of the white counselors. The three-way 
interaction of race by attire by speech was not significant for either the 
attractiveness ratings or the genuine, warmth, and empathy ratings. High 
correlations were found between counselor attractiveness and counselor's 
perceived ability to be genuine, nonpossessively warm, and accurately 
empathic .

themselves (scale 2) on the basis of their own sex and ethnicity. 

Procedures. The study was conducted with 64 four year old girls, 
all enrolled in a public pre-school program in a large mid-western city. 
The subjects were selected using race , Peabody Picture Vocabulary 
Test scores and maternal employment as variables. 

The study design was implemented using a 2x2x2 factorial analysis. 
It was hypothesized that regardless of race or I.Q., subjects whose mothers 
were employed would perceive fewer career/occupational role stereotypes 
than subjects whose mothers were not employed. 

Due to the age of the subjects, the Background Data Sheet was 
completed by the researcher from the subjects' permanent record folders. 
The instruments were administered to the subjects in the following order: 

(1) Peabody Picture Vocabulary Test, Administration time: 20-30 minutes; 

(2) Sex Role Stereotyping Questionnaire Administration time: 10-15 minutes. 

To minimize possible anxieties for the subjects, the researcher 
visited each participating classroom at least once, prior to data 
collection. Each subject was removed one at a time," from their classroom to 
a quiet place in their building for the purpose of testing. 

A three way analysis of variance was used to test for main and 
interaction effects of the three independent variables, race (two levels), 
maternal employment (two levels), and Peabody test scores (two levels). The 
analysis of the data was completed using the subprogram ANOVA from the 
Statistical Package for the Social Sciences (SPSS), Version 7.0 June, 1977. 
To isolate the components of the interaction that caused the significance, 
subprogram, one way of the SPSS was run using each component cell of the 
interaction, then a Scheffee (1959) test of ranges was performed to 
ascertain significance. 

Analysis was performed using a "classic" model. That is, the main 
effects of A were assessed while B and C were held constant, when C was 
assessed while A and B were held constant. 

Finally, the interactions were assessed while the main effects 
were held constant. 

Results. While the general hypothesis was not supported, a post 
hoc analysis of the ANOVA for scale 2 indicated a significant interaction 
between race and I.Q. The significance of these findings support the notion 
that Black high I.Q. subjects held measureably fewer career/occupational 
role stereotypes for themselves than did high and low I.Q. White subjects. 
Closer inspection of the instrument revealed that the male items were the 
primary indicators of career/occupational role stereotyping. 
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The image of an "American Adam" in a New World garden has been 
frequently used in American literary history to define the characteristic 
traits of American fiction. There has been very little consideration, 
however, of a distinctive difference between American Adams and Eves. The 
fictional image of women in nineteenth-century America has been determined 
by the dominance of isolated, individualistic Adam figures. At the same 
time, images used for members of other races and cultures (blacks, 
Indians, Orientals) show great similarity to those used for women. Both 
groups are seen as more emotional, more religious, and more helpless than 
the rational, energetic, and efficient Anglo-Saxon male. In European terms, 
he is a Faust figure or a Byronic hero who keeps civilization pressing 
forward while regarding women and other races or cultures as above or below 
him: as divine redeemers and naturally Noble Savages, or as temptresses and 
fiendish plotters. The popular sentimental novels of the mid-nineteenth 
century use these traditional stereotypes uncritically, whereas Hawthorne 
and Melville reinterpret and sometimes totally reverse them. The 
dissertation closely examines and compares four novels by each of these two 
authors regarding the images of women and of ethnic or exotic characters. 
Hawthorne and Melville attempt to recover a primitive strength and 
imagination in women and in other cultures and races, seeing the demonic as 
well as the redeeming potential of these forces. Both dramatize the complex 
interdependence of psychological and social anomalies. Hester Prynne of The 
Scarlet Letter has the primitive vitality of an Indian, and the authorities 
oppress her like an Indian. Taji in Mardi is blind to the primitive forces 
within him and around him, and he sacrifices to his idealistic notions of 
saving a woman. 

The other three authors emphasize the social forces of women and 
primitive people more than the psychological ones. Harriet Beecher Stowe 
seems to idealize the "African race" in feminine terms, but a closer look 
at the wide range of black and white characters in Uncle Tom's Cabin 
reveals her ability to transcend the "romantic racialism" of her day when 
she passes from general comments to vivid portraits. Her emphasis on 
feminine nurture implies a critique of the male-oriented Christianity which 
justified slavery. 

William Wells Brown as the first black American novelist depicts 
beautiful mulatto women whose gentility reminds the reader of many popular 
sentimental novels. But Brown portrays them with a difference: some of his 
heroines show surprising ingenuity and daring in their attempt to overcome 
the proverbial victimization of mulatto women. The outward symbol of this 
change is, as in Stowe f s character of Eliza, the donning of men's clothes. 

Delany's Blake tries to create new images of black men and women 
by choosing an all-black protagonist of heroic stature and a wide variety 
of black people from different classes whose primitive vigor lies in their 
radical dedication to freedom. As in the other authors, primitivity of 
blacks in general and of women in particular is not seen as submissiveness, 
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low intelligence, or lack of energetic action; it is instead considered a 
sign of human nobility even in its most violent expressions. 

Thus the five writers discussed here transform the old images of 
dark and fair lady, noble and ignoble savage, by asking the reader to 
rediscover the primitive forces relegated to women and savages as vital for 
all human beings. Thereby a psychological and social balance may be 
restored for American Adams as well as Eves--whatever their color, class, 
or culture.
